1!) 1*4 of approximately 892,000,000. 
bushels is the greatest ever produced 
in our history, and that tlie crops of 
oats, barley, rye, potatoes, tobacco, 
and hay are unusually large. 
The 
cotton crop, forecast in October at 
15.340.000 bales, is the second larg­ 
est. 
The apple crop, estimated 
at 
250.000.000 bushels, is tlie greatest 
ever harvested. The total production 
of six leading cereals is estimated to 
have been 5,000,000,000 bushels, or 
about 428,4)00,000 bushels 
in excess 
of the crop of 1913. 
For the coun­ 
try as a whole the crop yields per 
acre were 2.3 per cent better than the 
average for the past 10 years. 
The 
average yield per acre of 
all 
the 
staple crops was 9.4 per cent greater 
than 1913, and except for corn, oats 
and flaxseed, greater than the 10- 
year average. 


‘‘But after all our efforts, 
while 
there is an increased diversification 
of agriculture and both 
a 
relatvie 
and absolute 
increase 
in important 
products, such 
as 
wheat, 
forage 
crops fruits, dairy 
products, 
and 
poultry, we still note not only a re­ 
lative but also an absolute decrease 
in a number of our important staple 
food products, such as 
corn, 
and 
meats. 
In the former in the last 
15 years there has been no substan­ 
tial advance, 
in cattle, sheep, and 


hogs there has been an absolute de­ 
cline 
in cattle, from the census year 
of 1899 to that of 1909 of from 50,- 
000,000 head to 41,000,000; in sheep, 
of from 61,000,000 to 52,000,000; in 
hogs of from 03,000,000 to 58,000,000 
Since 1909 the tendency has been 
downward, and yet during the period 
since 1899 the population has in­

Just Avhat the trouble is no one is 
as ygt sufficiently informed to say. 
It can scarcely he that the American 
farmer ha.-, not as much intelligence 
as the l’anncr of other nations. 
It 
is true that the 
American 
farmer 
docs not produce as much per acre 
as the fanner iu a number of civiliz­ 
ed nations, hut production pec acre 
is, not the American staudard. 
The 
standard is the amount of produce 
for each person engaged in agricul­ 
ture, and by this test the 
American 
farmer appears tv* be from two to 
>ix times as efficient as most of his 
competitors. 
Relatively 
speaking, 
extensive farming is still economi­ 
cally the sound program in our agri­ 
culture, hill it i> becoming increas­ 
ingly apparent that the aim must be, 
while 
maintaining 
supremacy 
in 
production for each person, to es­ 
tablish supremacy in production for 
each acre.'' 
The report then reviews briefly the 
various measures which the different 
agencies of the department are em­ 
ploying to improve 
yields 
through 
better culture methods, introduction 
of new crops, protecting the farmer 
against seed adulteration, 
through 
effective quarantine, 
and 
through 
jKirsistent war 
against 
destructive 
disease, insects, and 
other 
pe-ls. 
Mention is made of the work of the 
Bureau of Soils, which 
has 
now 
made detail surveys of over 329,600 
square miles, and 
in 
addition 
has 
published reconnissauce surveys of 
234.000 square miles. 
Since the, close of the fiscal year 
1914 the s i xt h outbreak of foot-and- 
mouth disease in this Country has 
occurred. 
This is one of the most 
eon!unions of animal disease and is 
capable of 
causing great 
h*w". 
]ft 
speaking of it, the repor! says: 
“Apparently the only eerluin way 
to prevent the introduction of the 
disease 
into 
this 
country 
from 
abroad i- absolutely to isolate this 
Nation from others. 
The only rea­ 
sonable thing which can he done is 
to,enforce as carefully' as possible 
the inspection laws, to give the De­ 
partment of 
Agriculture 
sufficient 
authorization and emergency funds 
to cope with the 
disease 
when it 
does appear, and to institute such 


scientific inquiry and experiment un­ 
der absolutely safe 
conditions 
as 
may be practicable in au attempt tv) 
discover the cause of 
the 
disease 
and to ascertain and apply the rem­ 
edy. 
The present situation suggests 
the wisdom of legislative action to 
this effect. 
If the interval between 
the sessions of Congress had 
been 
longer,. the department would have 
been without adequate funds to deal 
wdtli the problem.’’ 
On the subject of good roads the 
report says in part: 
“The problem of good 
roads, so 
far as the Federal 
Government 
is 
concerned, is how t o inject 
its a s ­ 
sistance into the situation primarily 
so as »to secure efficient expenditure. 
People of the Nation are intense­ 
ly interested in this

Ayres Tell Different Story of 


Sea Battle 


HAS

They Declare British Losses Were 


Much Greater Than Those Which 


Have Been Made Public 


(B y United Press.) 
Buenos Ayres, Dec. 11.—German 
reports received here today 
insist 
that the British fleet which engaged 
and sunk four of the vessels of Ad­ 
miral Von Spee’s squadron off the 
Falkland islands, lost at least three 
ships. 
They declare that the British losses 
in tin* sea battle were much greater 
than had been officially reported. 
It 
is admitted that the German losses 
were three thousand. 
The German fleet according to the 
latest version of the battle received 
here, was caught between two allied 
squadrons— the Britisli and Japan­ 
ese. 
They fought until the last gun 
was silenced. 
The Schannhorst, Ad­ 
miral Von Spee’s flagship, continued 
tiring until her guns were completely 
submerged. 
A number of British wounded are 
now being taken to Montivedio. 
The latest reports received here 
insist that the Dresden, tin* last of 
the German cruisers, lias been sunk. 
She is said to have been sent to the 
bottom eight hours after the Nürn­ 
berg.

Have Now Been Enrolled. 


8,784 SCHOOL HOUSES IN STATE 


Number of Buildings Has Decreased 


Because of Popularity of Con­ 


solidated Form. 


The following article concerning 
the growth of the public school sys­ 
tem was prepared by Ernest L. Wels- 
born, assistant in the state d epart­ 
ment of public instruction. 


That tremendous development has 
taken place in the educational sys­ 
tem of Indiana since the time of the 
creation of the system of free pub­ 
lic schools in 1851 does not require 
demonstration. 
Tn this day it is a l­ 
most inconceivable that in the mid­ 
dle of the last century Caleb Mills 
found it necessary to plead for a 
state system of common schools, and 
that 60,000 out of 140,000 voters 
were opposed to free schools. 
To­ 
day the average citizen accepts our 
school as a m atter of course and 
perceives very little change therein 
from year to year. 
However, there 
has been a marked development even 
during the la>t decade, and it re ­ 
quires only a brief consideration to 
show the large proportions of In­ 
diana’s school system today. 


The annual reports of the county 
superintendents and county auditors 
to the state superintendent of public 
instruction furnish interesting data 
concerning tin* public schools of the 
state, including 
information as to 
the 
pupils 
enrolled 
therein, 
the 
teachers employed, the school build­ 
ings and equipment, theexjienditures 
of public 
funds for maintenance, 
etc., and a comparison with former 


r e p o r t s affords valuable information 
as to tbe progress and growth of the 
public schools. 
While it is true that 
such data and information do not 
take into account the quality of in­ 
struction and the character of the 
product of the school, nevertheless, 
the fac t that much information con­ 
cerning the schools may be express­ 
ed in figures is conceded by all. The 
summary which follows i> based on 
the tables contained in the biennial 
report to the general assembly. 


The state o f Indiana have 766,383 
children enumerated fo r school pur- 
posse. Of these, 548.497 were can d i­ 
ed in the public schools during the 
last year, practically 89 per cent in 
the elementary grades and 11 per 
cent in the high schools.

about 5,000 more than the number of 
females, and of the total enrollment 
50 per cent of the children were ip 
township schools. 
About 9 per cent 
represents 
the 
number 
in 
small 
towns. 
In other words fully 60 per 
cent of the school children of the 
state are enrolled in rural d i s t r i c t s 
and small towns, and for this reason 
7 • 
»all steps for the improvement of the 
rural schools are of the greatest im­ 
portance. 
The number of teachers employed 
in the state was 18,449, distributed 
as 
follows: 
TownshifL, 
10,762; 
towns, 1,561, and cities 6,126. 
Of 
the total number of .teachers, 5,811 
were men, and 12,638 were women. 
If it is conceded th at it is desirable 
to have a good percentage of men 
teachers, it is unfortunate to note 
th at the number of men employed 
now is less than the number ten 
years ago, and the 
percentage 
of 
men teachers has fallen during (his 
time from forty-two to 
less 
than 
thirty-two. 
The number of colored 
teachers was 233 last year. 
There were 8,784 school houses, 
valued at $49.224,882 in 1914. 
Of 
these, 7.817 were township buildings 
and 729 city buildings. 
It is a p p a r­ 
ent from these figures that the one- 
roomed 
and 
two-rimmed 
rural 
schools are still a very large element 
of our school system; 
in fact, th at 
there were 5,930 
district schools. 
However, the old-time buildings are 
rapidly disappearing in Indiana. Ac­ 
cording to the provisions of the sani­ 
tary school building law, there were 
constructed last year 217 new build­ 
ings at a cost of $2,784,638.04. 
It 
is interesting to note* also, that d u r­ 
ing tIn- last ten years the number of 
buildings has decreased more 
than 
one thousand, there having been 9,- 
845 ten years ago. and during the 
same time the value has almost dou­ 
bled. 
The value a decade ago was 
$27,030,318, as compared with $49,- 
224,882 in 1914. 
While it is true 
that property values have increased 
during ten years, certainly the whole 
increase is only partly due to in­ 
creased property values. 
As a partial explanation of the 
decrease in the number of x d i o o f s , 
and a s an item of interest in itself, 
the system of 
rural 
consolidated 
schools of Indiana may he mention­ 
ed. 
Whereas, live years ago, there 
were 426 consolidated s c h o o l s , there 
are now 665. 
During the same per­ 
iod the number of children transpor­ 
ted to school h a s grown from 10,951 
to 26,403, and the enrollment in con­ 
solidated schools lias increased from 
29,215 to 73,404, or 35.9 per cent, 
of all children in rural schools. Last 
year two hundred of the 434 com­ 
missioned high schools of the state 
were township schools. 
The length of term of the s c h o o l s 
of Indiana compares favorably with 
that of ;m\ other state. 
The aver­ 
age length of term 
in 
elementary 
schools last year was 142 days in 
townships, 163 in towns, 179 in cities 
and for the whole state, 155 days. 
The average length of term of 
high 
schools was 150 day-» in townships, 
1.03 in towns, 179 in cities and 166 
days for the whole state. 
The high school system 
of 
the 
state 
deserves 
especial 
attention. 
The high schools enroll only 11 per 
cent of the 
pupils 
in 
the 
public 
sdi< M > 1 s * but their 
importance 
is 
much greater than the enrollment in­ 
dicates. 
The high school has often 
been called “the people's 
college,” 
and if we may .judge by its develop­ 
ment it has served an important mis­ 
sion. 
Then years ago 
there 
were 
205 commissioned high schools of all 
grades, including the commissioned, 
with an enrollment of 
38,242, 
and 
4,583 graduates. 
Only 7 per cent 
of the total number enrolled in tbe 
public schools were in high 
schools, 
according to the available 
records. 
Last year 
there 
were 
803 
high 
schools, 434 of which wi re commis­ 
sioned and 189 certified. 
The high 
school enrollment 
was 
58,882, 
ol 
which 50,414 were in 
commissioned 
schools. 
As was stated above, the 
high school enrollment 
was 11 
per 
eent. o f tin* total enrollment. 
Then* 
were 8,447 graduates 
of 
commis­ 
sioned schools and LT81 graduates 
of certified -ehools, whieh combined 
is more than twice the number ot 
graduates ten years ago. The differ­ 
ence w aid lie even greater it the 
numher of graduates of non-certi­ 
fied -ehools in 191 1 were 
included.

No attempt will Ik* unde 
t c * draw a comparison bet ween the 
character of instruction a 
decade 
ago and that at present, but when it

qualifications and salaries of teach­ 
ers, standardization of work through 
uniform texts and inspection by one 
state inspector with uniform sta n ­ 
dards for the whole state, and the 
adedd facilities of vocational train­ 
ing. one is justified 
in 
concluding 
that the high 
schools 
have 
many 
times doubled their 
service 
during 
the last ten years. 
However, it is 
gratifving to know that the number 
of students who have completed the 
course h a s more than doubled du r­ 
ing this period. 
Concerning funds 
and 
revenues 
for the support of the schools there 
is much interesting data. 
The per­ 
manent s c h o o l funds of the 
state 
consist of the common school fund 
and the congressional township fund 
These two funds totaled 
$11,077,- 
456.65 in 
1914, having increaesed 
$117.571.19 during 
the 
year. 
The 
accretions consisted principally 
of 
the fines and 
forfeitures, 
all 
of 
which under the law become part of 
the common school fund. 
The coun­ 
ties are permitted to lend the fund 
held in trust and are required by law 
to pay to the state 6 per cent inter­ 
est annually oil the full amount of 
the common school fund. 
This in­ 
terest together with the amounts de­ 
rived from the 
state 
school 
tax 
makes the sum distributed annually 
bv the state to the various counties 
on the basis of school enumeration 
for the maintenance of the schools. 
Last 
year 
the 
state 
revenue 
amounted to a little 11101*0 than 18 
per cent, of the total school revenue 
distributed in the counties. 
The to ­ 
tal re\euue, including the state rev­ 
enue, amounted» 
to 
$ 17.322,994.03, 
which consisted of $8,981,644.13 tui­ 
tion revenue and $*>,341,349.10 spec­ 
ial school revenue, according t<1 the 
reports of the county auditors. It is 
scarcely necessary to explain 
that 
most of the liquor license 
revenue J 
goes into the tuition revenue. 
Last 
year and that ten years ago reveftls 
the Giet that there has been» an in­ 
crease of seven and a quarter mil­ 
lion. 
During the same 
period 
the 
special revenue increased much more 
rapidly than tlie tuition revenue. The 
increase in thi- revenue and that of 
the other school property for which 
the special school revenue is largely 
expended, have gone baud in baud. 
Regarding that tuition revenue, it is 
interesting to note that the increase 
in this revenue during the 
ten-year 
period does not vary greatly from the 
increase in the average yearly sal-1 
ary of teachers. 
The average a n ­ 
n u a l-a la ry taken for ail grades was j 
$593.70 in 1914 a s compared with 
$404.90 a decade ago.
